trumping with his last heart. 
Declarer lacked sufficient en­ 
tries to successfully establish 
the d i a m o n d suit, and ha 
wound up suffering a two trick 
set. 
It would have availed South 
little to pull the last trump for, 
with the bad diamond break, 
he lacks the necessary trans­ 
portation to the North hand to 
run the diamonds after they 
are established. 
In order to make the con­ 
tract, declarer must resort to 
a safety play in the diamond 
suit. West’s opening lead in a 
suit rebid by the dummy should 
alert declarer to the possibility 
that someone is short. He can 
protect his high cards only by 
leading a small diamond from 
the North hand at trick two. 
True, this concedes a trick that 
may not have to he lost, hut 
it assures the contract provid­ 
ed that trumps do not break 
badly, too. 
Suppose that West is allowed 
to win the second diamond. His 
best defense is to shift to a 
club to force the dummy. South 
can now establish the diamonds 
by ruffing a small one with a 
high trump.

insist upon on-site inspection and 
hence has not been able to verify 
absolutely whether all the weap­ 
ons capable of offensive use were 
withdrawn.

Mansfield is also unusual in his 
conduct of his major responsibil­ 
ity as majority leader. He is the 
antithesis of his predecessor, the 
hard-driving, 
ambitious 
former 
senator from Texas and now vice 
president, Lyndon R. .lohnson. 
Where 
John.son 
enjoy ed 
the 
power and manipulation he exer­ 
cised, .Mansfield approaches his 
office with diffidence and marked 
consideration for his fellow sena­ 
tors. It was the.se characteristics, 
in fact, that gave impetus to the 
rise to great power of the late 
Sen. Robert Kerr of Oklahoma, 
Kerr enjoy ed power and wielded 
it expertly and ruthlessly in the 
vacuum cau.sed by the departure 
of Johnson and the unwillingness 
of Mansfield to take advantage 
of the position he inherited.

In my opinion that m enace 
must be removed. To remove it. 
World War III may have to be 
risked — and. for my self, I am 
prepared to take that risk. But 
that decision is not mine. It rests 
with the President of the United 
States” 
When 
a prominent 
Dem ocrat 
like Mr. Farley —a former chair­ 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee — urges a D em ocratic 
President 
to 
adopt 
a 
resolute 
policy , it i.s an indication that 
Americans generally are not in­ 
fluenced by the speculative and 
theoretical debate about whether 
a firm course will lead to w ar. 
For the experience of the 1930s 
proves that an appeasement pol­ 
icy and a lack of firmness is the 
sure.st way to war. A potential 
enemy misconstrues hesitancy for 
weakness and then, when he takes 
a chance, believing that his ag­ 
gression will not be repelled, w ar 
comes any way .

means is that 12,000,000 people of 
these tiny republics can form a 
m arket with a buy ing power of 
$2,300,000,000 instead of compet­ 
ing against each other as nations 
of two to four million people each. 
This has already started. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy can expand it •— 
eventually to include all of Latin 
America and the United States

Conflicting Views 
On South Viet Nam 


What goes on in South Viet Nam, where the 
United States has spent huge sums and com­ 
mitted itself deeply? Communist guerrillas are 
trying to take over the country. Does the U. S. 
effort to prevent this face probable failure or 
eventual success? 
The opinions of people who have been there 
could hardly be more contradictory. 
High government officials, including Gen­ 
eral Taylor, Admiral Felt and Secretary Mc­ 
Namara, come bark with optimistic reports. Gen. 
Paul D. Harkins, head of the U. S. military assist­ 
ance command who has visited all 40 of Viet 
Nam’s provinces, typifies this optimism. 
General Harkins has just predicted in Saigon 
that 1963 will he a year of decision, in which 
the strategic hamlet program will progressively 
isolate the guerrillas. 
Vietnamese soldiers, he says, have stopped 
seizing the peasants’ pigs and chickens to feast 
on. and are now helping the villagers to build 
roads and bridges and harvest their crops, win­ 
ning trust and confidence to replace the fear 
and contempt in which they were held. 
He 
believes the guerrillas are getting little or no 
aid from Red China and North Viet Nam. 
No 
one questions the 
intelligence 
and 
honesty of officials who hold this optimistic 
view. But Saville R. Davis reports from Saigon 
that “there is not a single newspaperman in 
South Viet Nam who accepts that line.” They 
believe that the officials, committed to a policy 
that isn’t working and unable to find a better 
one, are whistling in the dark. 
They think U. S. military efforts are being 
hamstrung by political interference from a gov­ 
ernment which frequently censors the gloomy 
appraisals in the reports of American corres­ 
pondents. 
Are these correspondents, who form their 
opinions closer to the grassroots than the high 
brass, right or wrong? It wouldn’t be the first 
time that the military mind has gone far wrong 
by overlooking political considerations.

The worst thing about the Administration’s recent 
misadventures in foreign policy may be certain second- 
ary effects that could become apparent a year or two 
from now. 
The denial of the Skybolt missile to England was 
nothing fatal in itself. Rut it led to the downgrading of 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan’s popularity with 
British voters, and this could have far-reaching effects. 
Unfortunately, the blow to Macmillan’s prestige vir­ 
tually coincided with the death of the extremely 
temperate Labour Party Leader, Hugh Gaitskill, who 
was slated to become Prime Minister in case of a Con­ 
servative defeat. The Labour Party, seeking a vital new 
spokesman, chose Harold Wilson—and if it turns out 
that U. S. foreign military policy has been the un­ 
witting agent of making Macmillan so unpopular that 
he must yield the control of Britain to Mr. Wilson, it 
could be bad news for the entire free world. 
Unlike 
Mr. 
Gaitskill, 
who considered 
that 
nationalization of the British economy had gone far 
enough, Mr. Wilson would apparently revive the 
primitive class war attitudes that were the hallmark 
of Labour’s policy in the days of Aneurin Bevan. 
Mr. Wilson has been something of a “soft on Russia” 
man, something of a unilateral ban-the-bomb man, 
at least to the extent of currying the support of the 
neutralist faction in the Labour Party. 
Bu it is Mr. Wilson’s economic philosophy that 
promises to be really harmful to the cause of a strong 
and productive Western Alliance. 
t 
He has been quoted, by the influential and custo­ 
marily accurate London Economist, as believing in a 
State-controlled economy that would set up a system of 
State-guaranteed orders. Taking a leaf out of the dis­ 
astrous American agricultural support policy, 
Mr. 
Wilson would have the British government ensure full 
employment by buying up any and all important indus­ 
trial surpluses that fail to sell. Any superfluous amount 
of steel, for example, would be taken off the m arket by 
the government and put into a stock pile, to be shipped 
at dumping rates to underdeveloped countries. 
A similar plan was once offered in Washington by 
the New Deal economist Mordecai Ezekiel, if my mem­ 
ory of the nostrums of the Thirties is correct. No more 
certain way of saddling an economy with a permanent 
market-destroying glut could be conceived. If this 
offers a key to the true temper of Harold Wilson’s 
thinking, the defeat of the British Conservative Party in 
the next election could set the world back some thirty 
years. 
The direct effect of the Administration’s poli­ 
cies on deGaulle who killed British entry into the 
European Common Market because of Macmillan’s 
alleged “subservience” to President Kennedy, has 
provoked sufficient comment. But a possible secon­ 
dary effect of the impact of our policy on de Gaulle 
has been largely overlooked. It so happens that 
one of the best friends of a universalized western 
free market system is the West German Minister 
of Economics. Ludwig Erhard. Though he lacks the 
support of “der alte” Adenauer, 
who is fast 
approaching the end of his illustrious career as head 
of the West German government, Erhard has a 
chance of becoming the next German Chancellor. 
However, if the expansion of the Common Market, 
to which Erhard has committed his prestige and 
this fortunes, has indeed been killed by de Gaulle’s 
"•'reaction to British “subservience” to Washington, 
then Erhard’s future career is in doubt. The West 
German alternative to Erhard may be someone who 
would be entirely complaisant in accepting a nar­ 
rowly constituted Gaullist Europe. 
All of this is looking on the gloomy side of things. 
Admittedly, the world moves swiftly, and hope just as 
swiftly revives. Macmillan may recover his popularity 
in Britain in time to fend off the Labour bid for power 
in the next election. Moreover, no less a friend of west­ 
ern freedom than Clarence Streit, the spokesman for a 
constitutional federation of ail the free states abutting 
on the Atlantic Ocean, thinks that de Gaulle, “in blocking 
the Administration’s plan for a ’twin-power’ Euro- 
American partnership,” has done both western Europe 
and the United States a favor. One does not have to 
accept Mr. Streit’s hopes for a quick federation of the 
west to see that a viable U. S. foreign policy must per­ 
mit continental Europe to have a strong voice in m at­ 
ters concerning its own future.

Sumner Welles, godfather of the 
Good Neighbor Policy, came clos­ 
est to it by writing the Central 
American Pact of 1923, by which 
the five banana republics worked 
together to combat military dic­ 
tatorships. However, the father of 
the retiring president of Nicara­ 
gua a ti. S. Marine-trained ser­ 
geant, kicked this feeble attempt 
at unity into a cocked hat, and 
dictatorships, plus disunity, have 
flourished 
in 
Central 
America 
ever since. 
Today, however, as President 
Kennedy meets with the presi­ 
dents of these same republics, he 
has a great chance to reconstruct 
unity and simultaneously rescue 
the well conceived, hut poorly 
executed, Alliance For Progress. 
In doing so, he has two unwel­ 
come but nevertheless useful al­ 
lies, Charles de Gaulle and Fidel 
Castro. 
Whether we like it or not, de 
Gaulle has ended Pan Americana. 
He has driven the first nail into 


Testimony That Should Have Remained Secret 


WASHINGTON - It may seem 
unusual for a news correspondent 
to suggest that any hot news 
ever should be suppressed, but 
the best interests of the country 
are served when the government 
refrains from publicly telling a 
potential enemy that it is afraid 
of him. 
A glaring example of news that 
never should have been published 
is the testimony of Edwin M. 
Martin, 
Assistant 
Secretary 
of 
State for Inter-American Affairs, 
who told a House Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee 
that 
the 
United 
States discontinued its blockade 
of Cuba last autumn for fear that 
it might cause Russia to go to 
war. Mr. Martin, who is accom­ 
panying President Kennedy this 
week on his trip to Central Am­ 
erica, is high up in the councils 
of the government. 
His whole 
testimony was given in secret 
during the last four weeks, and 
it was released on March 
14. 
Several sections were deleted for 
security reasons, but it is a mys­ 
tery why the White House or the 
State Department Jet the follow­ 
ing statement by Mr. Maftin be 
made public for Russian eyes to 
read: 
“ As far as taking vigorous ac­ 
tion and continuing it, last fall 
when we had political support, 
which we certainly had, as you 
indicated, it was our judgement 
at the time, and it was a m atter 
which was considered and dis­ 
cussed very carefully, that we 
had this support on the part of 
the Europeans and all of Latin 
America for the purpose of re­ 
moving 
the 
offensive 
weapons 
from Cuba under Soviet control. 
“If we had continued the quar­ 
antine to the point of bringing 
down the regime within Cuba, 
which is what would have been 
necessary to accomplish anything 
significant further, then we would 
have lost some of this support— 
a considerable amount of it — 
and more importantly, we would 
have 
raised 
the 
confrontation 
with the Soviets to a level which 
might well have become intoler­ 
able for them, not only from the 
standpoint of Soviet prestige and 
position, but also of the Soviet 
position vis - a - vis the Chinese 
Communists, which keeps them

under certain kinds of pressure 
to he at least as vigorous in the 
defense of Communist 
regimes 
as they were. The risk of nuclear 
war would have been accelerated 
very greatly if we had continued 
the quarantine to this final pur­ 
pose.” 
It so happens that Secretary 
of State Rusk only a few days 
ago made an excellent statem ent 
describing the firmness of Ameri­ 
can policy in relation to any fu­ 
ture build-up by the Soviets in 
Cuba or their attempts to subvert 
Latin - American 
countries 
by 
force of arm s or otherwise, but 
the full effect of Mr. Rusk’s ut­ 
terance has been diluted now by 
the publication of the testimony 
given 
by 
Assistant 
Secretary 
Martin. To say that the risk of 
nuclear war would 
have 
been 
“accelerated very greatly” if the 
United States had continued its 
blockade of Cuba last autumn is 
but another way of saying that 
the United States gave up it’s 


“quarantine.” 
without 
actually 
achieving its full objectives, be­ 
cause the American government 
was, in effect, a f r a i d that it 
might 
displease or 
offend the 
Soviets. No weight seems to have 
been given to the American side 
of the case and the right of this 
country to be offended or aggra­ 
vated by a palpable act of ag­ 
gression by the Soviets just 90 
miles away from our shores. 
Unfortunately, 
moreover, 
this 
delicate situation persists today 
because the United States did not 
insist upon on-site inspection and 
hence has not been able to verify 
absolutely whether all the weap­ 
ons capable of offensive use were 
withdrawn. A debate is going on 
as to how many Soviet troops are 
actually being pulled out of Cuba, 
and yet it is five months now 
since the United States learned 
positively that an offensive mili­ 
tary base had been set up by the 
Soviets in Cuba.

THROWS IN SPONGE — In 
Congress, most members struggle 
and wait impatiently for the time 
when they can become chairm an 
of a committee. It’s somewhat of 
a reversal of form, therefore, to 
find a member who decides to re­ 
sign from a chairmanship he al­ 
ready holds. 
This is the case with Sen. Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, however. 
Mansfield quit as chairm an of the 
Senate Rules Committee, a body 
not nearly so powerful 
as 
its 
counterpart in the 
House, 
but 
nonetheless it was a chairm an­ 
ship. Asked why he quit, Mans­ 
field explained: 
“ It was almost driving me nuts, 
I may have frustrations as m a­ 
jority leader of the Senate, but 
as Rules Committee chairm an I 
was 
becoming 
a 
housekeeper. 
Everybody who wanted garage 


space or an office in the Capitol 
was coming to see me. I think I’m 
well out of it." 
Mansfield is also unusual in his 
conduct of his major responsibil­ 
ity as majority leader. He is the 
antithesis of his predecessor, the 
hard-driving, 
ambitious 
former 
senator from Texas and now vice 
president, Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Where 
Johnson 
enjoyed 
the 
power and manipulation he exer­ 
cised, Mansfield approaches his 
office with diffidence and marked 
consideration for his fellow sena­ 
tors. It was these characteristics, 
in fact, that gave impetus to the 
rise to great power of the late 
Sen. Robert Kerr of Oklahoma. 
Kerr enjoyed power and wielded 
it expertly and ruthlessly in the 
vacuum caused by the departure 
of Johnson and the unwillingness 
of Mansfield to take advantage 
of the position he inherited. 


An excessive regard here for 
Soviet 
sensitiveness 
has 
been 
noted recently, hut no such clear 
expression of American fears has 
been disclosed as is contained in 
the testimony of Assistant Secre­ 
tary Martin. 
It 
may 
well 
be 
asked 
now 
whether the Soviets really believe 
that the United States will actu­ 
ally stand up in a crisis. The 
testimony by Assistant Secretary 
Martin raises the question as to 
how far the American govern­ 
ment was really prepared to go 
last 
autumn. 
Such 
an 
official 
statement of American fears and 
qualms as this testimony reveals 
should never have been released 
for publication. 
Perhaps the most significant 
statem ent of what American pol­ 
icy ought to be has just been 
made by Jam es A. Farley, who 
served as Postm aster General in 
the Roosevelt administration. In 
a speech in Chicago a few days 
ago, he defined a resolute policy 
very succinctly. He said: 
“I expect to be c a l l e d an 
alarm ist and even a warmonger. 
My answer is to point to the map. 
Eachvtim e that we seek to dis­ 
engage them (the Communists) 
they confront us nearer home. 
Today they are on our front door­ 
step. In my opinion that menace 
must be removed. To remove it, 
World War III may have to be 
risked — and, for myself, I am 
prepared to take that risk. But 
that decision is not mine. It rests 
with the President of the United 
States.” 
When a prominent Democrat 
like Mr. Farley—a former chair­ 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee — urges a Democratic 
President 
to 
adopt 
a 
resolute 
policy, it is an indication that 
Americans generally are not in­ 
fluenced by the speculative and 
theoretical debate about whether 
a firm course will lead to war. 
For the experience of the 1930s 
proves that an appeasement pol­ 
icy and a lack of firmness is the 
surest way to war. A potential 
enemy misconstrues hesitancy for 
weakness and then, when he takes 
a chance, believing that his ag­ 
gression will not be repelled, war 
comes anyway.

Nationalism Outmoded 


The European Common Market 
has also demonstrated that na­ 
tionalism is as out of date as the 
ancient Greek cities which trained 
expensive armies and set up elab­ 
orate fortifications to defend them­ 
selves against other Greek cities. 
Knocking down 
European 
na­ 
tional harriers 
has 
made 
the 
Common Market the second most 
prosperous trading 
area 
in the 
world, ranking next to a trading 
area called the United States of 
America, 
which, 
one 
hundred 
years ago, in a bloody civil war, 
settled the question of so-called 
states rights 
and 
harriers 
to 
unity. 
And there s no more reason for 
the five tiny republics of Central 
America with the same language, 
same Spanish ancestry, same tra­ 
ditions, same economy, to support 
separate expensive armies, sep­ 
arate navies, separate am bassa­ 
dors abroad, and separate expen­ 
sive national pride than there is 
for Nevada, Utah, Colorado, New 
Mexico, et a1, to maintain sep­ 
arate armies, navies, am bassa­ 
dors, etc. 
E'idel Castro, our second unwel­ 
come, disagreeable, but yet ever- 
present “ally," has put the second 
time bomb under us by warning 
that if we don't act to reform the 
encrusted oligarchy of Latin Amer­ 
ica and give a break to the land­ 
less peons, 
his 
Russian-trained 
revolutionaries will. 
In no other area of the world 
has the aristocracy, in this case 
the descendants of the old Spanish 
conquistadores, 
so

Aristocrats Against Reforms

This 
stop-gap operation has changed 
nothing. 
Meanwhile, the inequities of tho 
Latin American caste system re­ 
mained unreformed, the oligar- 
quia remained as 
powerful 
as 
ever, and Castro s agents contin­ 
ued to make converts among ths 
campesinos and obreros of Latin 
America's 
crowded 
cities 
and 
coffee plantations 
And despite demands by know- 
it-all 
congressional 
committees 
that the U. S. knock Castro out of 
the box, the inescapable fact is 
that other Castro* will pop up all 
Latin America, as long over as the 
vacuum 
between 
the 
wealthy 
aristocracy and the landless peons 
remains unfilled by a middle class. 
In Guatamala, for instance, our 
Central Intelligence Agency con­ 
spired to kick out left-wing presi­ 
dent Ar ben/, only to have unrest 
and the demand for reform crop 
up again only today. 


American Common Market 


The problem confronting Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is to weld the five 
republics of Latin America to­ 
gether into one homogeneous unit 
and simultaneously promote re­ 
form. He has some enlightened 
leaders to work with, 
plus the 
presence of a Central American 
Common Market which has made 
substantial progress. 
Significant', this Common Mar­ 
ket was started not by the U. S. 
but by the United Nations under 
the guidance of an exile from 
dictator Perez Jimenez of Vene­ 
zuela — namely, Enrique Tejera 
Paris, who is 
now 
Venezuelan 
am bassador in Washington. 
Ten years 
ago, Tejera 
Paris 
plodded through the dusty streets 
of the Central American capitals 
persuading them to sign a treaty 
knocking 
down 
tariff 
barriers, 
with the result that 95 per cent 
of goods produced in Guatamala, 
Salvador, Honduras, and Nicara­ 
gua already crosses their borders 
duty free. 
Costa Rica has signed to join 
this Common Market, and Pan­ 
am a will probably come next. 
What 
this 
common 
m arket 
means is that 12,000,000 people of 
these tiny republics can form a 
m arket with a buying power of 
$2,300,000,000 instead of compet­ 
ing against each other as nations 
of two to four million people each. 
This has already started. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy can expand it — 
eventually to include all of Latin 
America and the United States 
and Canada; and to include a 
Parliam ent of the Americas.

ST. MORITZ. 


The innkeepers here are more 
than a little annoyed by the tre­ 
mendous publicity being given the 
rival winter resort, Gstaad. Both 
Time and Newsweek have blos­ 
somed with stories calling Gstaad 
“The Place," just like that, capi­ 
tal T, capital P. 
Things like that 
don’t just happen. 
Besides, St. 
Moritz for almost IOO years has 
been The Place. 
“I smell a rat — or a press 
agent, which is the same thing,” 
said a St. Moritzian sourly. “Who’s 
handling 
their 
publicity? 
He’s 
doing a great job. 
They keep 
claiming Niarchos is there. 
He 
isn’t. 
He lives here.” 
(He’s 
here, all right.) 
European resorts are just get­ 
ting wise to the use of publicity, 
thus reversing centuries of habit. 
Once they did their best to keep 
the rich, the titled, and the famous 
out of the papers because that’s 
what the rich, the titled, and the 
famous said they wanted. 
Still, 
the rich, the titled, and the famous 
kept bobbing up at the places with 
the most publicity, so an agonizing 
reappraisal is going on. 
The great business of name- 
claiming has begui. 
It’s a little 
like claim-jumping in the old min­ 
ing days. 
Who’s got Elizabeth 
Taylor this week? She has a chalet 
in Gstaad, but she s sometimes 
reported in three or four other 
ski resorts in any one weekend. 
(Actually, she’s making a movie 
in London.) 
The Earl of War­ 
wick is another prize claimed by 
both camps. 
His chalet is in 
Gstaad but he’s on the board of 
the Corviglia Club here. 
The Aga Khan is quite definite­ 
ly a Gstaad man. 
The Prince 
is Liechtenstein is firmly anchor­ 
ed here. 
Still, there’s no law 
that says these people can’t move 
from one resort to the other and 
maybe two or three other spots 
in any one winter. 
Many do. 
The name-dropping reached a 
pinnacle at the opening of Sad- 
druddin Khan Chesery in Gstaad 
when a blazing roster of movie 
stars, princes, and millionaires 
were announced. Not one of these 
people showed up, not a blessed 
one. 
(I know because 
I was 
there and I looked.' 
Still that 
impressive roster made the front 
page of a newspaper in Chicago. 
The other ploy in the battle of 
the winter resorts is the age- 
dropping which is even deadlier 
than name-dropping: “You don’t 
want to go to St. Moritz. 
Every­ 
one is so old there. 
They get up 
at noon, wheeze a bit. count their 
money, and go back to bed. Come 
to Gstaad where the young, vig­ 
orous, 
rising 
millionaires 
go.” 
That’s been G staad’s thrust all 
season and it’s done damage. 
St. Moritz has riposted ener­ 
getically w'ith two barrels, aiming 
at both ends of the sage spectrum. 
“They’re either too old or too 
young at G staad,” crowed a St. 


Moritz oracle the other day. “ The 
slopes are crawling with children, 
the loathsome little reptiles go to 
school'there. 
Gstaad is also full 
of people who have crept there 
to retire or die. 
The Earl of 
Warwick gave a dinner party the 
other day at which nobody was 
much under 90. 
There’s nobody 
in between. 
If you want a ma­ 
ture, 
well - rounded 
millionaire, 
come to St. Moritz.” 
, 
Me, I’m neutral (my middle 
nam e is Nehru'. 
I’ve skied in 
both places and it does seem to 
my undemanding Midwestern soul 
that there are enough titles to go 
around. 
One vicomte and tw'O 
earls are as many as I can digest 
in any one evening. 
Both Gstaad 
and St. Moritz slopes abound in 
young men who can ski better 
than I can and beautiful girls. 
But then I have never yet seen 
a ski slope that didn’t teem with 
beautiful young girls, all of whom 
look as if they were born on skis. 
Neither Gstaad nor St. Moriti 
gets up in the morning to go ski­ 
ing as early as we do in the 
States — partly 
because they’ve 
been partying the night before, 
partly because it’s too cold in 
these here Alps in the morning. 
But of the two Gstaad gets up 
earlier. 
It hasn’t been their best season 
here. 
The 
coldest 
winter 
in 
memory has kept many people 
home. 
In really severe winters 
people get sick of winter, they 
can’t stand the thought of winter 
sports. 
This has been one of 
the snowiest winters on records in 
E’urope, but St. Moritz got less 
than usual and now badly needs 
new snow'. 
People will tell you ifs been 
a quiet season. 
Still, the day I 
got here there had been 25 parties 
in 25 successive nights—so quiet 
is a relative term. 
St. Moritz 
is much higher than Gstaad, so 
it gets snow earlier usually and 
keeps it longer. 
Its s road slopes 
over on the sunny F.ngadine val­ 
ley are the only places that really 
look like the ski posters. 
As far as the ski rivalry be­ 
tween Gstaad and St. Montz goes, 
the really hip avant garde isn’t 
going to either one this year: the 
place is Verbier. which has the 
jet set crawling all over it. Next 
year it’ll be claiming the Aga 
Khan and Elizabeth Taylor.

Construction of America’s first 
float-process glass production line 
started yesterday morning with a 
groundbreaking c e r e m o n y at 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company's 
Works 7 at North Branch 
The production line will mean 
about IOO perm anent new jobs in 
the Cumberland area, and up to 
500 tem porary employes of the 
general contractor will build and 
equip the plant. 
It is expected 
to be completed early next year. 
Officials of the company, 
of 
the Glassworkers Union. and rep­ 
resentatives of the state, county 
and city governm ents took part in 
the ceremonies yesterday m orn­ 
ing. 
Principal speaker was Robert 
M. Hainsfurther, first m anager of 
Works 7 and now vice president 
and assistant general m anager of 
the Glass Division of PPG.

Both men praised the coopera­ 
tive spirit of the people of the 
Cumberland area, which led PPG 
to start making a long-term in­ 
vestment in the area more than 
eight years ago.

Will Double C apacity 
Although only about IOO persons 
will be needed to operate the 
revolutionary new production line, 
the float-process line will have 
about the sam e capacity as the 
present plate-glass plant which 
employs about 700, so that the 
Works 7 output will be about 
doubled. 
C o m p a n y officials explained 
that the float process produces 
glass which combines the best 
qualities of conventional sheet or 
window glass with those of plate 
glass. 
Window glass is m ade by draw ­ 
ing the molten glass vertically 
from the tank and allowing it to 
cool and harden in a drawing 
machine. This provides a bright, 
fire - polished finish, but allows 
surface waves, caused by gravity, 
to ripple the glass. 
The distinguishing feature of 
plate glass, such as is made at 
Works 7, is that its sides are par­ 
allel with each other, providing 
distortion-free surfaces. But plate 
glass gets this quality by being 
ground and polished on both sides, 
thereby dulling some of its lustre. 
Float Glass Different 
In the float process the molten 
glass is poured from the furnace 
tank onto molten tin. Since the 
surface of the m etal is flat, both 
the under and upper surfaces of 
the glass also assum e a flat shape 
and 
therefore 
become 
parallel 
with each other without being 
ground or polished. 
The end product, which has diet 
wide acceptance in the United 
Kingdom and in some Canadian 
and U. S. m arkets, is a glass as 
bright as sheet or window glass, 
and as distortion-free as plate 
glass. 
PPG will use the float process 
under a licensing agreem ent with 
Pilkington Brothers Ltd. of St. 
Helens, England, involving rights 
to Pilkington patents and know­ 
how*. 
The new float production line at 
Works 7 will be about a third of 
a mile long, in com parison with 
the present plant’s length of near­ 
ly a mile. But the float line will 
use the existing batch house and 
an expanded w are room. It will 
have its own tank, its own anneal­ 
ing

its 
own 
cutting 
machines. 
Cost Saving 
At a press conference after the 
ceremonies yesterday, 
company 
officials confirmed that a pub­ 
lished 
estim ate 
that 
the

process will m ean a 30 per cent 
reduction in costs was “about 
right.” This reduction is possible 
because no grinding or polishing 
is done in the float process. 
The company officials said they 
had no idea what price the new 
glass will command in the U. S.
